Family Service and Jewish 
P'amily Service, members of 
Family Association of America, 
are studying results of an analy­ 
sis of factors expected to influ­ 
ence everyday family living 
made \on the national level by 
economic, psychiatric and other 
experts.

Besides family dislocations re­ 
sulting from the increase of 
armed services personnel to 
3,000,000, an expected 1,500,000 
additional persons will be needed 
in labor ranks. With unemploy­ 
ment now at a low ebb, new 
workers of necessity will largely 
consist of women, teen-agers 
and older persons with, problems 
incident to employment of these 
groups, including care of chil­ 
dren of working mothers.

Shifts of population to meet 
industrial needs; higher living 
costs and taxes already compli-
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eating budget*, and housing are 
slated to bring attendant wor­ 
ries. Further inflation and ag­ 
gravation of maladjustments or­ 
iginating in World War II will 
find 40.000,000 American fami­ 
lies with incomes of $3000, or 
less most vulnerable, it is pointed 
out. Economic, environmental 
and emotional tensions will be 
increased by apprehension g.^v- 
ing out of present world 
dangers.

To combat these ills, family

special services found necessary 
in World War II, and to add 
others as needs develop, local 
officers announce.

During the war, the family 
agencies offered counseling serv­ 
ices for families faced with dis­ 
organization because of separa­ 
tion and Industrial changes; as­ 
sisted families with income man­

role in civilian defenae.
